When is a bypass not a bypass? When it is planned to go through the 

centre of Bingley. The proposed route of the Airedale trunk road is aimed at

i educing traffic congestion and ait/noise pollution in the Town of Bingley, 
yet the route is so close to the town that any reduction of traffic congestion 
will only be noticeable in a short term as the infill constriction which inevi- 
tably follows in the wake of such projects will undoubtably lead to further 
road usage and its partner in crime, air pollution. 

With the levels ot Nitrogen Dioxide in Bingley already the highest in 
the whole ot the Bradford Metropolitan area, according to the Housing and 
Environmental Protection Department, surely the only realistic option is to 
REDUCE the flow of vehicle traffic through Bingley, rather than building 
yei another road which will add yet more pollution to the valley. 




HOW TO STOP THE BYP/yY 

The Bingley relief road is to be constructed under the Design, Build, 
Finance and Operate (D,B,F,0) system, where private contractors undertake 
construction work, and obviously the motive, as for any business, is to make 
a profit. Therefore any potential rise in costs will be reflected in reduction of 
profit, thus a imaginative, lengthy and widely publicised campaign of resis- 
tance to the proposed roadbuilding will not only make the estimated cost of 
the route rise sharply but also bring a great deal of bad publicity to any 
company foolish enough or greedy enough to enter a bid for the contract. 

With estimates for this particular route already well over budget the 
addition of an energetic campaign of direct resistance is certain to make any 
potential contractor think twice about getting involved. 

WHAT CAN I DO TO HELP ? 

The Aire valley is a place of outstanding natural beauty which con- 
tains a Site of Significant Scientific Interest (S,S,S,I) threatened by the pro- 
posed route, a camp has been set up in Rye loaf Fields to raise awareness of 
the impending threat to the area, if the construction begins, ‘Live-in ! tree- 
houses will make eviction of protestors as difficult and as expensive an op- 
eration as possible in order to raise costs beyond those justifiable to com- 
pany shareholders as Reasonable operating costs’- the experiences of the 
construction group Costain in the past few days show that a mass campaign 
of non-violent di r ect action is a highly effective tool in the protection of the 
environment.
